New Orleans, Feb. 12.— A duel was 
fought to-day between Robert. Roman, 
sou of Judge Alfred Roman, and Sidney 
L. Thread, son of Hon. Paul E. S. Thread. 
The weapons used were small swords. 
Thread received a slight Hush wound in 
the hand and the tighl stopped.

A dispatch from Stmsburg to tho Re- 
publique Francaiae says that (iOO Alsa- 
tians, who were summoned to Germany 
as reserves, have crossed into French ter- 
ritory, dreading an outbreak of war. 

The anarch Ista at Paris assert, that the 
outrages at Lyons and Stoliouno were 
only tho beginning of the anarchists' 
campaign in France, "Wo talked too 
long," they say, "action is now needed." 

The Berlin National Gazette, attributes 
tho conduct of the French chamber of 
deputies in postponing the debate on the 
French military bill, to a desire to defer 
the discussion of military affairs until after 
the ( terman elections. 

A Connellsville, Pennsylvania, special 
says that the .strike of the yard men of the 
Pittsburg. McKeoaport and ( ioughiogheny 
railroad lias been Bottled, the company 
conceding the increase in wages demanded. 
Trains are running ns usual. 

The Kalm ZeUntuj says: The danger 
of war will not cease until stable condi- 
tions are established in France, and the 
further development of the military meas- 
ures of General Boulangor are stayed. 

The Boston Herald claims to have de- 
tected an alleged physician, named Samuel 
York, of Lewiston, Maine, in tliu act of 
selling medical diplomas and degrees, and 
publishes an expose covering several 
columns of that paper. 

Henry H. Fowler, liberal, quoted pre- 
cedents to justify the legitimacy of Par- 
noll's amendment. He strongly con- 
demned the jury system adopted in the 
SligO trials and in the ease of Dillon. The 
latter, he said, weuld ho practically in the 
hands of the crown.

Information has been received in ship- 
ping circles in London that ono of the 
steamships of the National Lino was 
spoken at sea on the 5th inst. with her 
propeller broken, and returning to Eng- 
land under sail. The stecmer when 
spoken was 700 miles from land. All on 
board were well. 

Otto White, of New York, 22 years 
old, went to the residence of his step- 
mother, Elizaboth White, for the purpose 
of killing her. A son-ant named Louisa 
Wolf opened the door, in responsO to 
White's ring, and as she did so ho lired a 
bullet through her head, and she Hank 
dead on the carpet. 

A young woman named Hose Daly gave 
birth to an illegitimate child at Hartford, 
Conn. She attempted to strangle it, but 
failing in that she returned to the house 
where kIio was living and cut off its head, 
putting the level in the stove. She then 
took the body down in the collar where 
she left it. The wretched mother's re- 
covery is considered doubtful.

The premier, in an eloquent speech in 
the Ottawa opera house this evening, com- 
pletely riddled tho reformers on this 
change of base, and expressed the belief 
that the people would not place any ro- 
liaiico on a death-bed repentance. He 
dialled Blake on his want of knowledge of 
commercial questions, and advised him to 
stick to his lawyer's brief. He believed on 
the 22nd the country would not be aban- 
doned to doctrinarU's who did not know 
the difference between linen duck or 
feathered duck.

For an oxumple of the honesty, of tho 
liberal party I beg to refer your readers 
to the records of the Canadian courts for 
1874-76, wherein will he found an unpre- 
cedented nuinbor of eases of controverted 
election triuls on tho score of bribory. 
Tho liberal government lacked tho courage 
to resist its friends, and contracts were 
given to several members of parliament in 
contravention of the act which imposos a 
penalty of $200 per day on every ono who 
takes his seat after entering into a contract 
with the government. So bad were 
affairs that a whitewashing bill had to bo 
passed to shelter members from a ruinous 
penalty. At the same time I believe 
the leader of that party to bd free 
from sordid dishonesty but as full of 
political trickery as any party can bo. 

However groat the debt this country 
may feel under to the conservative govern- 
ment for what has been done, it can only 
bo small compared to the obligation On- 
tario and Quebec must feel under for tho 
vast progress they have made under the 
present fiscal system and for tho very 
large addition to the wealth of the coun- 
try. The interest taken hero to keep tho 
conservative government in ollice W luke- 
warm and passive. There it is a burning, 
vital question which, on tho one hand 
means work and prosperity for thousands, 
and on the other hand a change of policy 
and ruin to thousands. 

Fortunately for the people of this 
province they did not feel the depression 
which prevailed in Canada from 1874 to 
187.'). If they had they would understand 
better the horror the people of Ontario 
and Quebec have of being forced back 
under a liberal government with the' same 
condition of things --when trade was stag- 
nant, factories running half -time, and some 
entirely closed, bankrupting day after day, 
st rong men and women demanding work 
and begging for bread. When soup 
kitchens had to be established and bread 
dispensed at the corners of the streots. 

It may not be fair to hold the liberal 
government responsible for all those evils, 
but it can bo held responsible for not 
making an effort to improve that condi- 
tion of things and for not having a well de- 
fined policy for the regulation of trade and 
the prosecution of our great public works. 
It can fairly be held responsible for bor- 
rowing largely, for wasteful expenditure 
on useless works, and with the accumula- 
tion of deficits; for such acts of omission 
and commission the liberal party will 
always, be held responsible.

pose. The Royal commission appointed 
to inquire into that subject, and the 
" Hugh Allan" contract elicited only that 
which had never been denied, viz., that 
large sums on money had been paid to 
agents of tho conservative party for elec- 
tion purposes ; hut not one penny was 
handled by the premier, or found its way 
into his pocket. His most bitter oppon- 
ents in Ontario and Quebec, where he is 
best known, all concede that whatever his 
political astuteness may be, "hisIutluU are 
dean." 1 quote these words for they 
have become proverbial in Canada. The 
charge, then, of Sir John receiving a 
bribe is too absurd and quite untenable, 
and a gross insult to him and his numer- 
ous supporters. Nearly every constitu- 
ency in the Dominion would feel honored 
to have Sir John as its representative. 
What .ever may have been unjustifiable in 
tho "Pacific scandal" has been amply con- 
doned, and on two different occasions a 
clear certificate given to the premier by a 
largo proportion of the electorate of 
Canada. On tho very first opportunity 
afforded by the general election of 187,8 
Sir John and his party were returned) tjoi 
, power. He went to the country again in 
1882, a year before the legal expiry of 
tho then parliament, as a challenge to the 
oft repeated taunts of the liberal party 
that the "National Polioy"was so unpopu- 
lar in the country that the government 
would be defeated as Boon as it went to 
the people; hut the result showed that 
the liberal party was wrong, the conser- 
vatives being returned triumphantly and 
stronger than over. In the face of such 
Stubborn facts as these it is futile to make 
attacks of a personal character on a man 
who holds the place in t he estimation of 
the country Sir John does, who from his 
ability and indomitable courage, has kept 
such a strong hold on public affairs and 
has ruled Canada for over forty years. 

With regard to the wisdom or unwis- 
dom of constructing and operating tho C. 
P. Railway as a government work it ought 
to be known that the government acted in 
the matter from a knowledge gained liy 
the experience it had in constructing and 
equipping and Working the Intercolonial 
railway, 700 miles long, which to this day 
has not paid working expenses, w hereas, 
it is safe to say, that in tho hands of a 
company the result would bo different, 
and the country would receive as much 
good under the one management as under 
tho other. It "would be a gain to the 
country if the Intercolonial railway, al- 
though it cost twenty millions, were hand- 
ed over to a company who would operate 
it on certain stipulated conditions, one 
of Sir John's reasons for giving the C. P. 
R. out to contract was to cut oil' the im- 
mense patronage with its attendant evils 
and to bar, as effectually as possible, all 
jobbery and corruption in connection with 
such a vast undertaking. A not her reason 
was that a company would operate it more 
economically than the government could, 
and he, his government and party rejoic- 
ed when a substantial company was found 
willing to undertake the work on reason- 
able terms. That the terms were reason- 
able I assort. Twenty-five millions 
of dollars (and twenty-live million 
acres of land together with the 
portions of tho line built by the 
government was not too much to 
give. Eeven if the cost were one hundred 
millions of dollars, the value— at ono 
dollar per acre -it has given to two hun- 
dred and fifty millions of land hitherto 
valueless will pay for the railway twice 
over, besides opening up the great Nort h- 
wesh to settlement, which will increase 
the revenue as population going into that 
country increases. And anothor-'important 
consideration is, that the country is not 
responsible for the operation of tho road. 
This brings ono to the question of charges 
by tho railway company, 1 am not in a 
position to say whether they are too high 
or not; but one thing is very evident , 
that the road must ho operated on com- 
mercial principles, and so soon as its 
charges go beyond that of competing 
lines so soon must its traffic decrease. 
Then again, tho company, with all its 
strength, is not independent of the people 
and their 



1870, came a marvellous change — the 
dawn of an era of prosperity, The country 
seemed to rise with a bound from its 
despondency, the cloud of depression 
rolled back, confidence was restored. Capi- 
tal formerly shrinking from investment 
was liberated and freely placed in produc- 
tive enterprises, on the certainty that the 
country would be ruled with a firm hand, 
that efforts would be made to encourage 
home production, and the home market 
retained for the manufacturer and the 
farmer, and that free of extra cost to the 
consumer. I freely admit that in the non- 
manufacturing provinces the customs 
duty hears heavily in the first place on tho 
import er, but he is soon repaid hy the re- 
tail dealer and the consumer, who in this 
province are now euj lying a cheaper fnar- 
net than they ever aid before. All com- 
modities are cheaper, from a gold watch 
to a barrel of Hour or a pound of beef 
than during the days Victoria was a free 
port. Such a condition of trade cafi bo 
accounted for from the competition in the 
markets of the world in all commodities, 
and Canada's manufacturing power con- 
tributes a fair quota'to the equalization, or 
rather the lowering of prices of certain 
articles. ' 

1 have said enough to show that 'our 
conservative government is not so black 
as it is sometimes painted, and that it is 
in the interest of the Dominion to con- 
tinue the services of an administration 
which has placed it in the march of con- 
tinuous advancement on the highroad to 
prosperity. ' McD.

A HANDSOME RESIDENCE.

Kitchen, pantries, baths, cellar, 
etc., are all conveniently arranged and 
fitted with every modern improvement. 
Special care has been taken with the heat- 
ing and sanitary arrangements, and the 
residence will be ready for occupation in 
a short time and will he one of the hand- 
somest and most comfortable yet erected 
in Victoria. 

The design is by S. 0, Biirris, architect, 
Yates street, and is an evidence of his 
good judgment and taste. The contractors 
were Messrs. Kelly & Sherring. Tho 
total cost, will be between S8(X)0 and $9000.

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A LIBERAL FIASCO. 

One of tho fimniost meetings over held 
in this city was that which took place in 
Denny's hall last night, it was called by 
tho opponents of the conservative govern- 
ment; and by actual count ninety-five 
people wore present when the proceedings 
. opened. Of these many were conserva- 
tives, mid a considerable number 
adherents of the liberal party 
in the east, recently arrived in 
this province, who are not voters. 
Resolutions were seconded by these in 
some cases in tho absence of responsible 
men, while tho best speech of the evening 
was delivered by an American who has 
only been in this country two years. It 
was a miserable fiasco, and in many of its 
features reminded one ot the celebrated 
meetings of tho "Lime Kiln Club." It 
was irresistibly funny to the audience, but 
must have been a heart-rending 
performance for the leading players. The 
circus company "reaoluted " in bad Eng- 
lish, and these were spoken to in worse, the 
different orators being "guyed" in a most 
unpleasant manner. A liberal asso- 
ciation was formed, but many having 
failed to pony up the two bits demanded 
may be considered read out of the party. 
Our evening contemporary has only added 
another to Ins many egregious errors and 
has been tho means of bringing the small 
liberal contingent in this city into utter 
disrepute.

THE CANDIDATES; 



It may be accepted, almost as a cer- 
tainty, t hat the lists are full and that no 
candidates, other than those already before 
the electors, will come forward in this dis- 
trict fur Ottawa. We mean, of course, can- 
didates who are likely to capture any very 
large number of votes or who will have 
what is familiarly known as the ghost of a 
chance of election. The local grits having 
been found out, in tho independent trick 
will probably put forward a man in the 
hope that with live liberal-conservative 
candidates in the tield he may squeeze in. 
But the hope will prove illusory, because 
the liberal-conservatives, instead of scat- 
tering their lire, w ill immediately close up 
their ranks and concentrate their votes on 
the two candidates who in their judgment 
possess the highest qualifications for 
the position, and who can be trusted, 
under all circumstances, to support 
the National ami Progressive Policy 
of the Sir John Macdonald government. 
In our judgment, to insure the prosperity 
and permanence of the Dominion it is es- 
sential that there should not be a change 
of government at Ottawa for at least live 
years to come. We write this after a 
calm and unprejudiced review of the pos- 
ition and aims of tho two parties. In tho 
grits wo are unable to recognize a party 
who havo any lixed principles to guide 
them, or who hold out any promise that 
if returned to power the}' will not at once 
proceed to tear down the fabric of pros- 
perity which the liberal-conservatives with 
infinite pains have erected. Mr. Blake's 
recent trimming speech on the tariff is un 
satisfactory. it fails to explain away his 
hitter invectives in parliament, against 
protection, nor does i< condone the atti- 
tude of the Toronto Globe or that, of Sir 
Richard Cartwright in parliament, and 
on the stump. It does not relieve tho 
liberals of tiie responsibility of Mr. 
Anglin's coquetting with the disunionists 
of Nova Scotia, or the disloyal sentiments 
of Mr. Jones, one of the liberal candi- 
dates for the city of Halifax. In the 
present campaign it would seem as it the 
liberals had a different code of political 
ideas for each province, and that the 
planks of their platform were adjusted to 
suit the exigencies of the particular lati- 
tude and longitude in which it happened 
to be erected. The conservatives, on the 
other hand, are a party of union and pro- 
gross. Under the fostering hand of their 
policy industries have been protected, 
"tall chimneys" have lifted their heads 
all over the land, railways have been 
built in all directions. The great trans- 
continental railway has been completed, 
commerce lias Keen stimulated ami 
strengthened. The argosies of the New Do- 
minion visit every sea and trade in every 
clime. The products of workshop and soil 
form import, nit destinies in the export 
trade. Cities long since established have 
increased in wealth and population. New 
towns Irave sprung into existence. There 
is a steady How of immigration. Tho area 
of cultivated land has increased live-fold!

ONTARIO. 

Sir John Lostor Kayo has sailed for 
England. He has coinpletud tho organi- 
zation of a syndicate for working ten 
largo farms in the Northwest, with a capi- 
tal of over bLjc million dollars. 

Mrs. Bryden, wife of Mr. Brydon, of 
Pillow, Horsey & Co., who was in the 
railway accident at Woodstock, Vt. , has 
arrived at Montreal. She had a mir- 
aculous escape, and nothing but her pluck 
and presence of mind saved lior life. She 
says that the scone was an indescribably 
pathetic one. Mr. Mills, of Iroquois, was 
travelling witli liis brother, who was in 
the next berth, and after getting out 
worked frantically to rescue his brother, 
but was forced back by the flames, and 
had to gaze on tho horrible picture of his 
brother being consumed within reach of 
his hand. 

Conservatives have nominated R. F. 
Burroughs, of Quebec Centre, and Ken- 
nedy in Lotbiniero. 

The wife of a clerk in tho VVilber iron 
mines, near Kingston, has fallen heir, by 
the death of an aunt, to a largo fortune.

J. N. Greenshields, advocate of Mon- 
treal, will be tho liberal candidate in 
Richmond and Wolfe, in place of Mr. 
Hart, who retires. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 
Four conservatives are in the held in 
Cape Breton, N. S. Their points of 
difference oro on the question of the lo- 
cation of the Cape Breton railway, 

NKW BRUNSWICK. 
A cigar firm at St. John offered a cAno 
to the gentleman who in two months 
should purchase the greatest number of 
their cigars. Tho successful contestant 
smoked 245 weeds within tho period 
named. 

There ia an interesting case before the 
county court at St. John, in which Arch 
Rowan and wife figure prominently. The 
action ia brought by a man named Beard 
against Rowan to recover for the board 
bill of Mrs. Rowan, who, during a separa- 
tion from her husband, has been boarding 
at Beard's. Defendant claims that his 
wife left him, which is rebutted by evi- 
dence that he treated her badly. Rowan, 
who is rather popular about town, ap- 
pears to bo in a pock of trouble. In tho 
same court in a day or two the alms house 
commissioners will bring a case against 
hiin. The charge is denied by him and it 
will be fought out .in the courts. The 
divorce court meets in Frederieton soon 
and Mrs. Rowan has had the necessary 
papers tiled to procure separation. 

The failure of Thomas A., Robert M., 
and Clarence A. Vaughan, doing an exten- 
sive hardware business at St. John, under 
the name of Vaughan Bros., has 
caused considerable surprise. The fail- 
ure, however, was not unexpected, as 
it was known that the business was 
carried on in a loose fashion for soino 
time past; in fact, neither the amount of 
liabilities or assets is known, but it is said 
that the former amount to between $20,- 
000 and 830,000 anyway. Henry 
Vaughan, father of the members of tho 
firm, is one of the preferred creditors to 
the extent of £15,000, and it is eaid that 
Vaughan Bros., of Liverpool, are also 
preferred. The estate and effects have 
been assigned to James G. Forbes and S. 
S. DeForest. 

Mr. Ellis, construction engineer of the 
St. John street railway, is arranging with 
tho councils of St. John and Portland to 
begin work at once and lay enough track 
to show that they are going on with the 
work.

Mr. Thus. Burnesliaying been voted to 
the chair with due form and ceremony, in- 
formed the meeting that he did not know 
much about "politics in Canada," but ho 
had come to th'o con elusion that Sir John 
Macdonnld should be defeated because he 
I had increased taxation to 8(W.50 for ovory 
E head in the country. After a few other 
I remarks, on behalf of tho Hon. Edward 
I Blake, he requested anyone who was not 
j a supporter of that gentleman to 'evacu- 
late the room, "otherwise ho would "evacu- 
ate the, chair. 'J Mr. Richards would now 
address the meeting and toll what Mr, 
Blake intended to do. 
j Mr. Richards pointed out that from a 
I grit point of view it was very desirable 
I that a reform association should bo 
organized in this city. A resolution set- 
ting forth this desire was moved by him, 
seconded by Mr. C. F. Heaven, and 
carried. 

The meeting was then asked to sub- 
scribe to the following pledge: "Wo, the 
undersigned electors, are desirous of 
forming a liberal .association for tho pur- 
pose of advancing the liberal cause in this 
electoral district." 

Chairman All the liberals who want to 
help the Hon. Edward Blako sign this. 
You see, gentlemen, we want to know how 
many w 1 can get in this "league" in order 
to tell how many "two bits" there will be 
to pay expenses, etc., [laughter], 

A leading grit, taking a book, was 
about to go round the meeting to receive 
signatures to the grit pledge when about 
thirty electors loft their Heats and walked 
out. The 1. g. however continued his cir- 
cuit and received some eighteen or nine- 
teen signatures. 

On motion of Mr. Gideon Robertson, 
Mr. Richards was appointed president of 
the reform association. 

Mr. McLagan wanted to see an enthu 
siastic stall' of officers and nominated Mr 
Thus. Burnes for vice-president who was 
enthusiastically elected. Mr. McLagan 
in milking the motion declared liberalism 
to'be "the Christianity of politics." 

Mr. Burnes on being elected thanked 
Hie meeting on "behalf of the Hon. Ed- 
ward I'dake for the high honor conferred 
on hi 1 11.

710. During tho year §0,5 1-4.70* had been 
paid Out for relief of sick members and 
the support of the willows and orphans. 
Tho total ameut paid out for these benefi- 
cent purposes since 1S7-1 amounted to 
$55,(584.75. The assets of the various 
lodges were estimated at $04,500. He 
felt confident that the good work would go 
011 prospering and to prosper. 

Chaplain Bro. Mixer proposed "The 
Legislature of British Columbia," collided 
with the names of Bros. T. Davie, N. 
Bole and E. Allen. 

Bro. Bole, of New Westminster, in res- 
ponding said he was unaccustomed to 
public speaking, but he was an Irishman 
and hud therefore the right to speak twice, 
but being a Connaught man it was gener- 
ally conceded that hu had the right to 
speak until he made himself understood. 
Ho was proud of the honor of being there 
as the representative of tho important 
city of New Westminster in tho provincial 
parliament., and also t hat, he could by gen- 
eral consent, pose as the "Dude of the 
House." [Laughter.] He was anxious, 
however, to do some good, and tho junior 
member for Victoria and himself were 
often found togetlu r as anxious enquirers 
after the truth. He would confess that 
they signally tailed in their purpose. He 
supposed it was because they looked for it 
in the wrong place. [Laughter. ] He con- 
gratulated the city of Victoria 011 its un- 
rivalled hospitality, but could say nothing 
in favor of its port. The honorable gen- 
tleman concluded a very amusing speech 
amid loud cheers. 

Bro, Theo, Davie congratulated his 
Hibernian friend on the facility with 
which he could say so much and mean so 
little. He had no pretensions to be able 
to follow in his footsteps. He was pleased 
to acknowledge the kind way in 
which the toast of the legislature had 
been received. Notwithstanding differ- 
ence of opinion amongst the honorable 
members as to who should hold the purse 
strings, and the many and often question- 
able olforts by one party to wrest them 
from the other, he was assured that the 
whole body was doing its best for' the 
material interests of the country [ap- 
plause ]. 

Bro. E. Allen of Lillooet, also respond- 
ed in his usual happy style. 

Representative HaywarJ of No. 1, in 
proposing the toast of the "Mayor .and 
Council," said that the very first lesson 
taught on tho threshold of "odd Fellow- 
ship was respect to the laws and institu- 
tions under which we live, and With this 
feeling he approached the important toast 
entrusted to his care. It was a common 
observation thai 1 he training received by 
Odd Fellows in the work of their lodges"; 
their punctilious regard for all proper re- 
cognized forms, and the invariable courtesy 
insisted upon in their debates, qualified 
them to fill with credit to themselves, al- 
most every department of public life 
except, perhaps, parliament, for there 
these rules do not apply.

Reasons Why the iTourteqiith Day of 
February is Celebrated. 

A Festival the Origin of Which Is Lost In the 
Mists of Antiquity, but for which St. 
, St. Valentine (lets All the Pop- 
ular Credit.

Mure than sixteen hundred years ago 
to-morrow the good Bishop Valentine fell 
a victim tothe wrath of the Pagan Roman j 
Emperor Claudius, and suffered accord- 
ingly the disarticulation of his spinal col- 
umn. Although the pious bishop lost his 
head and life simultaneously, he thereby 
ere long gained canonization, and is to- 
day the best known saint, in the calendar. 
One writer says : ">St. Valentine was a 
man of most admirable parts, and so fam- 
ous for his love and charity, that the cus- 
tom of choosing valentines upon his fes- 
tival (which is still practiced) took its 
rise from thence.' The custom alluded 
to, however had its origin probably long 
anterior to St. Valentine, and in fact prior 
to tho Christian era. Many authors in- 
cline to tho belief that the exchange of 
valentines or love tokens, can easily be 
traced to the Lupercalia or ancient Roman 
festival of purification and expiation 
which was celebrated annually on the loth 
of February. The ceremonies of this 
festival were numerous and among them 
was one as follows : The names of young 
women were put in a box, from which 
they were taken by young men as chance 
directed, and to tho maiden whose nanio 
he drew, the youth devoted his attentions 
during the festival. 

A OHANOB Ol' FORM. 
This custom nourished during the early 
days of the church, and the pastors de- 
termined to change tho form, as it was 
impossible to extirpate tho custom, ab- 
horred because of its pagan origin. It 
became then the custom on the eve of 
February 14th, St. Valentino's day, to 
have the names of a select number of one 
sex put, into some receptacle by an equal 
number of the other; and thereupon every 
one drew a name, which was for the time 
being called his or her valentine. The 
giving of presents 011 Valentine's day was 
in vogue at tin early date, and just how or 
why the giver is supposed to preserve in- 
violate the secret of his identity is one of 
those questions shrouded in a sacred mys- 
tery. The festival occurs at a season of 
the year when tho birds are supposed to 
mate and the budding spring is just at 
hand and the young man's fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of love. The fancy of 
the overworked delivery clerk perhaps is 
directed to anything but love. 

A BUSY HUE. 
To-morrow is St. Valentine's, the day 
when the post, office is taxed to deliver the 
thousands of dainty missives and tho so- 
called "comics." The show windows of 
the principal stationers indicate but little 
change from former years in tho conceits 
for valentine favors. The hideous carica- 
tures of dudes, sour old maids, anil other 
types, hang side by side with delicate 
cards of so costly design and elaborate 
finish as to wreck the pecuniary standing 
of many a callow youth for weeks to come. 
It is safe to buy pools that hundreds of 
tho younger members of each sex will 
wait with great impatience for the open- 
ing of the wicket to-morrow morning, and 
some, too, not so very young. The pretty 
blush and pleased exclamation of Ange- 
lina, as she draws from its envelope the 
expensive senilis of paper pasted over and 
about a bit of jingled sentiment, would, if 
ho could bo a witness, reconcile poor 
Algernon to his enforced patronage for a 
month or more to some obscure "bean 
rackot" until his finances are recuperated. 

THE KINI.NU UKNKltATION. 

No one, perhaps, takes a more fiendish 
satisfaction in the desecration of tho day 
t han the small buy whose years range from 
ton U) fifteen. To this undesirable but 
vury necessary factor of the census, St.

ments, and camp utensils for the use of 
about 1,000 men, 1,200 new short and 
long Sniders, and a number of muzzle- 
loading Enfield guns, now obsolete, aro 
neatly packed away. These storos are 
held in reserve in case of war. The En- 
tields were used before confederation, but 
were replaced by the Snider, which is in 
every way a superior rifle. Many compe- 
tent, military officers consider the Snider 
a superior weapon to the Martini, by 
which it has been replaced in the army. 
A considerable sum might be realized if 
these Entields were sold, as thoy now 
take up valuable space and aro of no 
earthly use to the service. 

Upon enquiring t he actual value of tho 
stores, the reporter, was informed that 
thoy were 

WORTH AllOfT $150,000. 
It seems strange that the government al- 
lows so great an amount of valuable prop- 
er}' to be stored in such a place without a 
suitable guard. Any ill-disposed person 
or crank who had unpatriotic feelings 
toward the Queen and her government 
could very easily set tiro to the building, 
which nothing could save from destruc- 
tion, as it is gingerly built. Proper bar- 
racks should fie constructed .and the storos 
removed to them, and a guard to watch 
over them might be the means of saving 
the government from an}' attack from 
that direction. In case of a lira no blame 
could bo at tached to the caretaker, as one 
man cannot, be about, at all times watching 
for .accidents or incendiaries. All loose 
powder or made-up common cartridges 
are kept in the magazine or in tho batter 
ios at Beacon Hill. 

Complaints are made from time to time 
that the present situation of the drill shed 
is unsatisfactory, being so far from tho 
centre of the city and it has been suggested 
that a 

MORE CENTRA! SITE 
bo selected. Such a move would be in 
tho right direction and also be the means 
of increasing the number of members and 
the efficiency of the city militia. There 
is no doubt, if proper representations 
were nwido by the municipal and provin- 
cial authorities, a suitable site could bo 
secured. Tho building now in use is only 
35x100 feet, being altogether top small for 
any extended drill being carried on, 
whereas tho shod should lie at least 
80 x 100 foot. It, is of tho 
utmost importance that, the men 
of British Columbia bo thorough- 
ly drilled in matters pertaining to war, 
particularly at the present time, when pho 
whole of Europe is in a state of excite- 
ment, and expecting to hear of war boing 
declared at any time. There is every 
reason to believe that our young men

. THE PALACE OF ST. pLOUD. 

A Glance nt the Favorite Summer Retreat of 
Napoleon and Eugenie Sixteen Years after- 
ward, 

Paris lias managed to obliterate most of 
the traces left upon it of the memorable 
war of 1870-71; but thore are plenty of 
buildings in the neighborhood of the city 
which recall very vividly the horrors of 
that time. Of th'eHe, the most impressive, 
by its vaatnesa and its historical associ- 
ation*, is the ruined palace of St. Cloud. 
The town itself, which the French hhat- 
tored in their efforts to "dislodge the Prus- 
sians from the park beyond, . has been re- 
built; but the palace remains very much 
as it appoared when the peace was signed; 



the shell of a palace, yet nevertheless so 
rich in architectural beauties that it is to 
ho hoped, if only in the interest of art 
students, that it will not be allowed to 
share the fate of the Tuilerios. It is only 
when we take a close view of it that we 
perceive what sixteen years have done to 
make the ruin more picturesquely ruin- 
ous. The great heaps of fallen masonry 
which cover the ground floor, and in 
which exquisitely sculptured capitals, cor- 
nices and balustrades mingle with the 
fragments of staircases and chimney- 
stacks, are now green with mosses and 
lichens, or are quite hidden by the small 
leaved ivy, and BUpport a little forest of 
self-sown aspens, which rise to the height 
of twenty or thirty feet, ho that in spring 
and summer you look through the scorch- 
ed window openings upon a green mass of 
trembling leaves. Where the lire and the 
dropping shells have rent the walls pellit- 
bry and celandine have established them- 
selves, and at an angle of the south wing 
ivy has climbed up a Tuscan column as 
far as the first story. A numerous colony 
of jackdaws, which have taken possession | 
of the tott ering chimney-stacks, fly in and j 
out of the windows of rooms which were 
royal and imperial bed-chambers, and 
break the sUence of this memory-haunted I 
spot with their harsh cries. 

About a mile and a half across the park 
is a small chateau, which was the favorite 
summer retreat of Napoleon 111 and the 

Empress from the troubled atmosphere of , Again, louder, more awful ; 
the court. This building was not injured 
by the war, it remained closed for aboul 
fifteen years, and then the Government 
placed it at the disposal of M. Pasteur. 
The great man does not use it as a place of 
residence, but bo has added t" the Impe- 
rial stables and has t urned them into dog- 
kennels. It is here that the unlucky wan 
dering dogs that fall into the clutches of 
the police — or as many of them us M. 
Pasteur needs — are imprisoned. Here is 
the virus manufactory the hope and con- 
solation of all humanity tortured by the 
dread of hydrophobia. The surrounding 
country is made dismal by the howling of 
M. Pasteur's unhappy pensioners. A 
ghastly white wall has been built round an 
acre or two of (fround, in the midst of 
stands this veritable inferno of the canine 
race. And with all this the place is beauti- 
ful in its moss-grown dilapidation and 
abandonment, its venerable trees, its ivy 
embowered nooks, its sheltered banks 
where the tirst violets bloom, and is also 
roplete with pathetic interest. A drawing- 
room window at the back of the house 
opens upon a broad terrace bordered with 
line trees. Between two of these trees is a 
worm-eaten beam, to which are attached 
a couple of rusty iron rings. To these 
rings a swing was once fastened; and n boy 
swung here, while a lady watched him 
from the window or from the stone seal, 
now green with lichen, ill the Bomi-circle 
alcove let into the wall at the end of the

AN ELECTRIC SAFE-LOCK. 

A new oloctric permutation safe-lock 
has just boon patented which differs mat- 
erially from all others in tho fact that, 
thero is no orifice to speak of in the door 
of tho safe. Tin! dial, which is such a con- 
spicuous figure in ordinary safes, has no 
connection in this invention, except by 
oleetric wires, with the body of the safe, 
and may lie on the cashier's desk or re- 
pose securely in his home, free from any 
possible violence of the burglar's hammer. 
Thero is, in fact, no limit to the. distance 
that many intervene between tho dial and 
the safe-lock, granted that the connection 
is satisfactory and the battery sufficiently 
strong. A safe might perfectly well rest 
in a Chicago ollico and only bo opened by 
means of a dial in New York. Tho 1110- 
chaisni is very simple. The dial rests 011 a 
magnetic block, from which wires extend 
and communicate with magnets which set 
up the tumblers in the lock, and so per- 
mit of the throwing back of tho bolt bar. 
This releases a spring or body of com- 
pressed air, as tho case may be, which in 
turn releases a heavy boltwork, Tho wires 
penetrate tho top plato of the safe at t he 
jamb of the door and move in a zigzag 
course through the inner plates to the 
lock. Tho wires are so small and their 
course bo crooked that, if, is claimed, they 
cannot be traced by explosives, A current 
• f electricity is obtained from several 
small batteries by pressing down a key on 
the vulcanite block that holds the dial, 
Tho dial when not in use can be detached 
from tho vulcanite block and carried in 
tdio pocket. Tho door of the safe whose 
lock is controlled by this oloctric appara- 
tus will present to t he burglar none of the 
spindles which penetrate tho walls of the 
ordinary safe and yield so conveniently to 
the influences of the blow-pipe, but simply 
a knob for opening tho door, but which 
only penetrates tho first plate. — Chicago 
ZWfVune.
